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Cultivate Sincerity 


Be Yourself—But Cultivate a Self 
Worth Being 


OW WONDERFUL it would be if all people 
could learn and practice this short rule for 


success and happiness. All of us have an in- 
nate desire to be accepted by our fellow men. The 
irony of this is that often we let our desire to im- 
press people favorably cause us to seem so ridiculous 
that we impress them indeed—but hardly in the man- 
ner we desired. How wonderful it would be if all of us 
could learn that we do not have to make a show or 
display of our talents, cleverness, or brilliance in order 
to make a favorable impression. Instead of being im- 
pressed that you are really “somebody,” people are 
usually disgusted and consider you an egotist and 
braggart of the first rank. Actually, those who strain 
themselves to impress others favorably usually do so 
because in their hearts they feel they are inferior 
and try to hide this behind a screen of pomp and 
bluster. 


Some people desire to make others believe them to 
be of some wealth and put themselves in debt to the 
point of insolvency in order to maintain this front. 
This type of fakery does not win you friends or 
remedy your inferior status. Still others try to con- 
vince people that they are well educated when actually 
they realize they are not, and their uneducated way 
of demonstrating their education leads to the most 
ridiculous buffoonery, such as ill-used and mispro- 
nounced “big words,” stilted and unnatural speech, 
superficial discussion of various subjects, and the 
parroting of what others say in an attempt to appear 
to be contributing to the discussion. 

Some have a mania for convincing others of their 
aristocratic lineage or associates. They want people 
to believe that in their family tree there has been 
regal blood, or that among intimate friends are num- 
bered famous and important people. Oh, let us do 
away with such sham and vanity! No one likes an 
egotist or a braggart. People like a person who can 
stand up squarely, speak with a straight mouth—with- 
out a pious whine or affected “culture,” and frankly 
admit that which they do not know. People who 


love you and admire you do not do so because of your 
wealth or because of your aristocracy, but they like 
you for what you are. Then, let it be repeated, be 
yourself—but cultivate a self worth being. 


YOUR BRAVADO does not add to your 
stature as a person; your taking credit for that which 
you do not do is not fooling anyone; your suggestive 
hints that you are really “somebody” do not im- 
press anyone who is worth impressing; your pretense 
of wealth and demeanor of scholarship do not win you 
a single friend who is worth having. Our world is 
filled today with too many people who are trying to 
be what they are not. Our need is for more people 
who are willing to be themselves, and who are striving 
to cultivate a person worth being. If you are not 
satisfied with what you are, it is absurd to remedy it 
by striking a pose as someone you are not. If you 
are not satisfied with what you are, begin immediately 
to correct your defects and eliminate your short- 
comings. 

Above everything else, we are in desperate need to- 
day of genuineness and sincerity. First among all 
virtues I name sincerity. It is basic. All other virtues 
must be built upon it and cannot exist without it. A 
lack of sincerity eliminates all other good a person 
may do. Pretense and sham are disgusting wherever 
they are found. A hearty handshake or slap on the 
back is distasteful when it is given for the effect it 
may produce, and is the most desired of tokens when 
it carries with it the hearty and sincere interest of 
him who gives it. Above all things today, we must 
have men who are sincere in all they do and say, 
who are genuine and real at all times, with all peo- 
ple, under all circumstances. If you would be a person 
admired and well-loved, then begin the cultivation 
of such a self by being sincere and honest. 

When you do not know the answer to some ques- 
tion, don’t bluff or beat about the bush about it, but 
frankly and openly admit it. People will love you for it. 
When you make a mistake, admit it and amend it 
frankly and openly. When your advice is asked, give 
it simply or directly, or do not give it at all, for 
you help no one when you try to answer each person 
in the way he wants to be answered. Cheap flattery is 
desired only by the vain, and its use and reception 
can exist only in the communion of two insincere 
persons. 


Of course, you want people to like you. We all do. 
You may quite naturally want to succeed. But re- 
member that there is no short cut for these goals. 
The church needs, the world needs, sincere and 
honest people today as they have never been needed 
before. Perilous times call for people of strength and 
integrity to meet those perils—in the church, in the 
world, among friends as often as among foes. Sham, 
deceit, and superficiality will not do. False fronts and 
ill-gotten glory must pass away. In the end only real 
and sincere hearts can stand. Of course, you want to be 
somebody, but be somebody, don’t simply pretend. 
Always, everywhere, with all people, remember that to 
be loved and appreciated, you must be yourself—but 
cultivate a self worth being.

“And if Satan cast out Satan, he 


is divided against himself; 


how 


shall then his kingdom stand?” 


Matthew 12:26. 


ESUS HAS stated here in no 
uncertain words the reality 
and personality of Satan and 
his kingdom. The realm of Satan is 
set in opposition to the realm of 
God. If the kingdom of God is a 
real entity, then also the kingdom 
of Satan must have real existence; 
to deny one would be tantamount 
to the denial of the other. If Satan 
is a phantasm, as some conjecture, 
then also Jesus must be. If Satan 
has no kingdom, then God has no 
kingdom. Jesus was not speaking 
figuratively when these words were 
given; He was dealing with realities. 
In any kingdom, there are three 
things necessary: a king, subjects 
that are governed, and laws, or 
principles that the subjects must 
obey. The kingdom of Satan is no 
exception. 


Satan’s Four Titles 


First, we shall endeavor to show 
that Satan is a real person and sits

as a king on his throne. Satan, 
which is transliterated from the 
Greek word Satan, means “adver- 
sary.” Many times the word is used 
in the Testaments and has no 
reference to Satan, the person. The 


Christian has many adversaries, . 


but above all, Satan is his chief 


adversary. The word Satan origi- . 


nally came to us from the Hebrew 
language and is used only a few 
times in the Old Testament for 
Satan, the person. I will mention 
a few places where it is thus used. 
“And Satan stood up against Israel, 
and provoked David to number 
Israel” (1 Chronicles 21:1). “Now 
there was a day when the sons of 
God came to present themselves 
before the Lord, and Satan came 
also among them” (Job 1:6). 
“And he shewed me Joshua the 
high priest standing before the 
angel of the Lord, and Satan stand- 
ing at his right hand to resist him” 
(Zechariah 3:1). “Set thou a wicked 
man over him: and let Satan stand 





at his right hand” (Psalm 109:6). 
In these verses, Satan is seen as 
the adversary of God and His 
people. 

The next title is devil, and comes 
from the Greek word diabolos 
meaning “slanderer or false accus- 
er.” Many times the word is used in 
the New Testament without refer- 
ence to the devil and means false 
accusation, or defamation of char- 
acter. In two places, Paul warns 
women not to slander. “Even so 
must their wives be grave, not 
slanderers, sober, faithful in all 
things” (1 Timothy 3:11). “The 
aged women likewise, that they be 
in behaviour as becometh holiness, 
not false accusers (slanderers), not 
given to much wine, teachers of 
good things” (Titus 2:3). The pow- 
er of a woman’s tongue, for bad or 
good, cannot be overestimated. The 
poison of the asp is in an unholy 
tongue shooting venom at its vic- 
tim. The devil is the accuser of the 
brethren. “... For the accuser of 
our brethren is cast down, which 
accused them before our God day 
and night” (Revelation 12:10). He 
parades our weaknesses, faults, 
sins, and shortcomings before God 
continually, but Jesus stands at the 
right hand of God as our Lawyer 
to plead our case. 


The third title of this evil king 
is serpent, and comes: from the 
Greek word ophis which means 
“snake.” The serpent was consid- 
ered an emblem of craftiness and 
cunning wisdom by the ancients. 
The Jewish fathers believed the 
serpent in the Garden of Eden to 
be the devil, so he is named “that 


».0ld . (ancient) serpent, called the 


Devil” (Revelation 12:9). The snake 
is feared by more people than any 
other creature, because he is to be 
found: in all countries of the world. 
The lion is considered the king of 
beasts, but his presence is only 
found in a few secluded spots in 
the world. The wild animals in our 
zoos are not feared because they 
are caged, but the serpent lurks, 
imaginatively, uncaged behind 
every bush and in every grassy 
field in the country. He has never 
been domesticated by man, nor can 
be. Moreover, he hides in dark 
places and strikes when the victim 
is least expecting it. All this has 


























caused man to speak metaphorically 
of the serpent as the devil. 

The fourth title of this king of 
doom is dragon and is from the 
Greek word drakon meaning 
“devourer.” The word originally 
meant a fabulous animal. In 
Homer, the word was used to de- 
scribe a large serpent: “But Hector 
stood awaiting Achilles as he drew 
near in great might, like a serpent 
(drakon) of the mountains upon 
his hole awaiting a man, having 
fed on poisonous plants and being 
full of wrath, coileth himself ter- 
ribly about his hole, so in this 
manner Hector refused to back 
away from Achilles.” In the book 
of Revelation, the devil is pictured 
in the dragon as the ultimate of 
all evil and destruction, the huge 
indescribable animal that pulls the 
whole world away from God into 
his hole of death. “And there 
appeared another wonder in heav- 
en; and behold a great red dragon 
having seven heads and ten horns, 
and seven crowns upon his heads. 
And his tail drew the third part 
of the stars of heaven, ... and the 
dragon stood before the woman 
... for to devour her child as soon 
as it was born” (Revelation 12:3,4). 
God lifts the curtain of Revelation 
and lets us see the evil power that 
is pulling this world irresistibly 
down to hell. 


Satan’s Plans and Methods 


Every king must have plans 
drawn up to promote his kingdom. 
Satan has his own plans and 
methods to further his cause; his 
chief objective is to defeat God and 


His work on the earth. The real 
contest in this life is between God 
and Satan. The child of God has 
become involved in the conflict 
because he desires to carry out the 
plan of God. Satan opposes the 
child of God because he desires to 
hinder God’s work. The plan of 
Satan is to divide the Church in 
order that the plan of God to make 
one body, and all come into the 
unity of the faith, may be frus- 
trated. The scheme of Satan is to 
torment the child of God with all 
kinds of burdens, trials, sickness, 
and temptations, that the plan of 
God to make him happy may be 
perverted. 


The method of Satan is to lead 
men into sin that God’s holy law 
may be pulled into the mire. 
“Neither give place to the devil” 
(Ephesians 4:27). The work of Sa- 
tan is to pull the child of God 
down from the lofty place he 
occupies in Christ. What is this 
place that we are not to give to the 
devil? It must be our allotment, 
wealth, and glory in Christ. It must 
be the blessings that we have re- 
ceived in Him. 


We were chosen in Christ; the 
devil tries to get us to feel that we 
are castaways. We were made holy 
in Christ; He endeavors to make us 
believe that we are too unworthy 
of such a holy place. We were 
placed as children of God; the devil 
wants to upset our faith in this 
position. We have received an in- 
heritance in Christ; he tries to 
make us feel like paupers. We are 
accepted in the beloved; he wants 
us to feel rejected. We are forgiven

of all past sins; he wants us to 
worry over our past. God has given 
us a clear revelation of our calling, 
position, and glory; Satan wants us 
to feel frustrated and confused 
about our relationship to God. 

Christ was raised from the dead 
and set on the right hand of God. 
All power, both temporal and spirit- 
ual, is in His hands. The rulers of 
this earth and the heads over the 
celestial world are subject unto 
Him. Even the devil is allowed to 
exist at the word and command of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. He is the 
Head of the Church, and it is 
through Him that we live and move. 
The Church is incomplete without 
Christ, and Christ is incomplete 
without the Church. The head 
and members are so tied together 
that what one shares the other 
shares. The Head died, was buried, 
rose from the dead and sat down 
at the right hand of God. The 
members shared equally in that 
redemptive process. God would have 
us to occupy this conspicuous place 
with unquenchable courage. The 
work of Satan is to drive us from 
such lofty ideas and substitute fear 
for faith and timidity for assurance. 

In the Old Testament, God gave 
the children of Israel six cities of 
refuge. If a person accidentally 
killed someone and was being 
chased by a close relative, he could 
run into the city of refuge and 
be assured of a fair trial, but if 
his enemy decoyed him out of the 
refuge, death was certain. If the 
devil can get. us to doubt our posi- 
tion in Christ, he will strangle us 
with fear and doubt. “Neither give 
place to the devil.”

Barnabas?

“And the hand of the Lord was 
with them: and a great number be- 
lieved, and turned unto the Lord. 
Then tidings of these things came 
unto the ears of the church which 
was in Jerusalem: and they sent 
forth Barnabas, that he should go 
as far as Antioch. Who, when he 
came, and had seen the grace of 
God, was glad, and exhorted them 
all, that with purpose of heart they 
would cleave unto the Lord. For he 
was a good man, and full of the 
Holy Ghost and of faith: and much 
people was added unto the Lord,” 
Acts 11:21-24. 


ARNABAS IS AN excellent 
fs example for Christians to 

follow in 1960. No one comes 
any closer to reflecting the true 
spirit of the gospel in the entire 
New Testament than does Barna- 
bas. He was a Christlike man in- 
deed. When we see men like him, 
we are convinced that Jesus Christ 
is real. How the early Church must 
have loved and respected and ap- 
preciated him! His real name, Jo- 
ses, was set aside (see Acts 4:36), 
and he was given the name Barna- 
bas, which means, “The son of con- 
solation.” This special name given 
to Joses by the apostles is very de- 
scriptive of the man’s great char- 
acter. 

His success in developing a leader 
out of a failure in the case of 
young John Mark is proof enough 
that Barnabas was truly the son 
of consolation. He was a man who 
believed in giving people, even 
cowardly failures, another chance, 
a second opportunity to prove 
themselves. And after all, what is 
the gospel but the proclaiming of 
the good news, the offering of an- 


other opportunity to all men ev- 
erywhere through faith in Christ. 
Some men make us feel so small, 
but Barnabas was one of those rare 
souls who, far from making us feel 
small, would make us feel that we, 
too, have a right to a place in the 
sun! We too, have a right to make 
a mark for the Lord in this world. 
A great man, that is, a truly great 
man, never makes us feel small, but 
he makes us reach up to do our 
best for God. In this sense, surely 
Barnabas was a great man. The 
presence of such a stalwart, yet 
kind-hearted, soldier of the cross 
cheered the hearts of the early 
Christians, lifted their _ spirits, 
stirred them, challenged them, and 
gave them new hope in an hour of 
great persecution and adversity. 


The Bible declares that Barnabas 
was a good man and full of the 
Holy Ghost. We sometimes hear in- 
dividual Christians described as be- 
ing godly or Christlike, but it is not 
often that one hears the descrip- 
tion, “He is a good man and full of 
the Holy Ghost.” Not many men, 
even in the Bible, are described as 
being full of the Holy Ghost. Jesus 
said that when the Holy Ghost 
comes into our hearts and lives as 
our Comforter, He will reprove the 
world of sin, righteousness, and 
judgment to come, and the man 
who is filled with the Holy Ghost 
will do just that. His life will be a 
testimony for God that will tell for 
Christ in the world about him. 
Barnabas had a testimony that 
really counted. He was full of the 
Holy Ghost! It is not easy for a 
man to be full of the Holy Ghost; 
if it were, more men would be. It 
is easy enough to be full of self 
and selfishness, full of wickedness 
and worldliness, full of trickery 
and treachery, full of sin and 
Satan and yet, as the Bible teach- 
es, “The way of transgressors is 
hard” (Proverbs 13:15). To be full 
of the Spirit of God and to live in 
the power of the Spirit calls for a 
complete yielding to the will of 
God. Barnabas was a yielded man. 


He was an unselfish man. He 
possessed a heart so big that he 
insisted that there had to be a 
place for the gentiles in the early 
Church. When the brethren at Je- 


























rusalem sent him to Antioch, he 
encouraged the hearts of the gen- 
tile Christians in that city. He 
stood by them and for them. He 
built them up in the faith. He led 
them in the right way. He fur- 
thered the work of the Lord among 
them. He set the right example be- 
fore them. No wonder they said of 
him, “He is a good man and full of 
the Holy Ghost.” 


Barnabas was a man of great 
faith. He had faith in God. He had 
faith in his brethren. He had faith 
in new converts. He believed in the 
power of Christ to transform lives. 
In this world, lonely souls and hun- 
gry hearts often yearn for some 
word of encouragement or appre- 
ciation or recognition, and yet that 
little word of praise, that little 
word of encouragement, that little 
word of commendation is never 
given or received. Barnabas, full of 
faith, was ever sensitive to such 
needs. When a cry for acceptance 
arose from the heart of the young 
convert, Saul of Tarsus, while 
others stood aloof and _ looked 
askance, Barnabas hastened to Je- 
rusalem to lay a strengthening arm 
of assurance across the young 
man’s shoulders. While others hes- 
itated, Barnabas stood up for the 
young man, gave him the right 
hand of his own personal Christian 
fellowship, and heartily recom- 
mended Saul to the brethren at 
Jerusalem. Very soon, Saul became 
Paul the Apostle, and he took 
first place in power and influence, 
while Barnabas moved into the 
background, into the shadows. But 
even in the shadows, Barnabas let 
his light shine undiminished for 
his Lord. 


He did not cease his wonderful 
ministry of helping young people 
to find their place in the work of 
the Lord. Barnabas was a real de- 
veloper of men. For example, he 
was able to mold “a mama’s boy,” 
young John Mark, into a brave and 
useful soldier of the cross. Paul 
had given this young man up as 
being untrustworthy, but Barnabas 
took the lad under his wing of love, 
and once again his spiritual in- 
sight proved to be right. Years la- 
ter, near the end of his ministry, 
as the twilight of Paul’s life was 
mixing with the purpling dawn of 


eternity, Paul said to Timothy, 
“Only Luke is with me. Take Mark, 
and bring him with thee: for he is 
profitable to me for the ministry” 
(2 Timothy 4:11). There was a time 
when Pau! said that Mark could 
not go along with him in the work 
of the Lord, because the young 
man had failed the great apostle 
on a previous journey. But Barna- 
bas gave Mark another chance, 
and the boy proved himself. We 
need more men like Barnabas to- 
day, whose eyes are open, whose 
ears are keen, whose hearts are 
warm for the discovering of a Paul 
in a Saul or a John Mark in a 
frightened and homesick “mama’s 
boy.” A veritable gold mine is of- 
ten hidden in some tousle-headed, 
mischievous, irresolute youth. Bar- 
nabas could see the diamond in 
the rough. He could see the poten- 
tial leadership. Perhaps he even 
saw by the Spirit of God that John 
Mark would write an inspired gos- 
pel and that Paul would write most 
of the New Testament Epistles. He 
was skillful in lifting jewels for the 
Master out of the mire, and he 
knew how to make them shine for 
the Lord of Glory. 


Barnabas was a friendly man. He 
knew the true meaning of life. He 
knew that in order to have friends, 
one must be friendly; best of all, 
he knew the greatest Friend of all. 
Barnabas had the wonderful abil- 
ity to make friends. Because of 
this ability, he was sometimes sent 
on ticklish missions. The brethren 
recognized his ability to break 
down barriers of doubt and sus- 
picion. Distrust could not stand 
long in his presence. He was the 
son of consolation. He knew how to 
settle differences and to bring 
peace. His was a ministry of re- 
conciliation. He was a true am- 
bassador for his Lord and Saviour, 
Jesus Christ. 


Barnabas was a generous man. 
The church in Jerusalem included 
many members who were destitute. 
The hot fires of persecution had 
destroyed their homes and their 
businesses. Many of them had lost 
all their earthly possessions for 
Christ’s sake. Barnabas had too 
vital a faith to see them suffer 
want when he could do something 
about it. He led the way in bring- 


ing relief. He sold his property and 
gave the proceeds to help supply 
the needs of those who were caught 
in the cruel grip of poverty. His 
heart was too warm to see his 
brothers and sisters in Christ suffer 
in the cold, when he could do 
something to help them. 

Barnabas was possessed by a 
spirit of forgiveness. It is true that 
he quarreled with Paul one day, 
but his heart was too big and too 
kind and too full of the love of 
God to nurture the memory of an 
injury. By the way, why did Bar- 
nabas quarrel with Paul? Was he 
fighting for some position that he 
felt he justly deserved? No, it was 
nothing like that. He stuck his 
neck out, so to speak, to help a 
boy who had failed on the mis- 
Sion field. According to the record, 
Paul finally acknowledged in so 
many words that Barnabas was 
right in giving this lad another 
chance. 


Perhaps the Joseph called Bar- 
sabas in Acts 1:23 is the same 
Joses called Barnabas in Acts 4:36. 
If so, he came close, to being elect- 
ed to the apostleship. However, 
whether this be so or not, it does 
not really matter, because Barna- 
bas was dominated and controlled 
by the Spirit of Him who said, “If 
the Son therefore shall make you 
free, ye shall be free indeed.” Bar- 
nabas was a free man. He was free 
from the love of money, free from 
the love of the highest position, 
free from _ self-seeking of every 
sort. In other words, he was a free 
man—free because he had yielded 
his life fully to Christ. 


Not many of us are ever called 
to the highest positions or to be 
great leaders; most of us must 
serve in secondary roles, but if we 
are mastered by that Spirit that 
dominated Barnabas, we need not 
worry about our reward. May the 
Lord help us so to live. May it be 
said of each of us when we come 
to the end of this earthly pilgrim- 
age, as it was said of Barnabas 
even during his life and before his 
departure to be with Christ, “He 
Was a good man and full of the 
Holy Ghost.” May our lives be full 
of the Holy Ghost and of faith, 
and may many people be added 
unte the Lord in 1960.

SHELBY, N.C.—Two years ago 
the Church of God here in Shelby 
voted to purchase a tract of land 
containing one and one-half acres.

More Protestant Persecution 
Reported in Colombia 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — Violence 
against Protestants in Colombia 


has erupted again with the latest 
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incident reported from La Plata in 
the state of Huila, according to Dr. 
Clyde W. Taylor, secretary of pub- 
lic affairs for the National As- 
sociation of Evangelicals. Dr. Tay- 
lor recently returned from a com- 
munications conference in Colom- 


bia. 

The latest incident occurred on 
September 3, when a mob of sev- 
eral hundred Roman Catholics in 
procession from their church and 
under the leadership of outstand- 
ing townspeople (including school 
teachers and an ex-mayor) de- 
stroyed evangelical church proper- 
ty valued at 10,000 pesos ($1,200). 

The opposition began the pre- 
vious Sunday when the local priest 
read a pastoral letter denouncing 
the Protestants and announced by 
loudspeaker that a great anti- 
Protestant demonstration would 
follow Mass the next Sunday. In- 
stead of waiting until Sunday, the 
demonstration and attack took 

lace on Thursday evening follow- 
n a religious service at the Ro- 
man Catholic Church. Witnesses 
say the priest reread the letter 
from the bishop in which it is said 
he stated that the Protestant ad- 
vance must be stopped at all cost. 

Then the priest asked his people 
if his “faithful” were going to per- 
mit the construction of the Evan- 
gelical Chapel (Christian and Mis- 
sionary Alliance). The result was 
the beginning of a procession led by 
local school teachers, requiring 
their school children to follow 
them, with multitudes of adults 
joining as the procession advanced 
from the church. 


With shouts of “Down with the 
Protestants,” and “Long live the 
Roman Catholic Church,” they ad- 
vanced toward the construction 
site of the Protestant chapel. 
Spurred on by shouts of “Destroy 
everything!” they quickly tore 
down the fence, a brick wall, and 
then broke up some 5,000 bricks 
not yet used. An —s tomato 
field —s to evangelicals was 
also attacke and some _ 7,000 
heavy-bearing plants were de- 
stroyed. 

The mob then marched past the 
homes of two Protestants, hurling 
stones at the houses and shouting 


insults. They made a concentrated 
attack against the home of Manuel 
Nunez, an evangelical whose home 
had been used for services. Huge 
stones were hurled against the door 
until it splintered and was brok- 
en off its hinges. The mob then 
retreated, calling out that the 
would return the following night. 

The attack had been in progress 
about an hour when the mayor 
walked up with the chief of police. 
They and the other police pretend- 
ed to have known nothing about 
the attack, although the guards at 
the police station had been in- 
formed at the outset. 

Before construction on the chap- 
el was started in July, authoriza- 
tion had been granted by the Min- 
istries of Justice and Government 
in Bogota and by the Secretary of 
Government in Huila State. After 
the attack, however, the governor 
of the state declared that it was 
best to suspend construction until 
official permission might be grant- 
ed by the Roman Catholic author- 
ities in Bogota. The tpg in- 
dicated that he could not give 
orders to the priest not to impede 
further construction since he was 
subject only to his ecclesiastical 
superiors. 

In the meantime, thousands of 
pesos worth of materials are lying 
on the lot exposed to the weather 
and thievery. 


The Church Acts in 
Formosa’s Worst Disaster 


(Note: Dale McClain, Oriental Mis- 
sionary Society missionary, E.P. 
Correspondent in Hong Kong, was 
in Formosa during the disastrous 
flood in August. Here is his eye- 
witness account.) 

FORMOSA (EP)—The night of 
August 8, 1959, will live in the 
memory of many Formosans as a 
nightmare of death and destruction 
caused by the angry, swirling wa- 
ters of a tidal wave that hit the 
coast without warning. The gov- 
ernment lists 643 dead; 963 in- 
jured; 520 missing and 247,984 vic- 
timized in the flood disaster. A total 
of 28,311 houses were destroyed 
and 12,641 others were damaged 
by the flood. 

The Rev. O. W. Becker of the 
Evangelical Alliance Mission re- 
ported that 60 Christian families 
and 300 non-Christian families in 
Tai Ping Shiang saw their homes 
washed away in minutes. Death toll 
in their village alone was 36. 

I was privileged to join forces 
with other missionaries, the US. 
Marines, U.S. Navy and the gov- 
ernment of Free China in airlift- 
ing tons of flour, rice, bread and 
corn meal as well as medical sup- 
plies to emergency ration centers. 
Missionaries of the Presbyterian 
churches, Christian Missions in 





























Many Lands, The Oriental Mission- 
ary Society, The Evangelical Alli- 
ance Mission, Mennonite Central 
Committee, United Lutheran bod- 
ies—all labored long hours loading 
tons of relief mate provided by 
Church World Service and other 
organizations. 

On the first day of the airlift, 
the relief workers delivered 260 tons 
of provisions, plus 600 loaves of 
bread direct from the U.S. aircraft 
carrier Thetas Bay, according to 
Commander John W. Crowe, execu- 
tive officer of the vessel. 

In company with Rev. Meredith 
Helsby, principal of the Oriental 
Missionary Society’s Taichung Bi- 
ble College, I visited the heart of 
the disaster area of Chang Hua 
County. Death and devastation lay 
all around. It was a terrible sight. 
Pastor Lin of the OMS church in 
Chang Hua said that 400 people 
had jammed themselves into his 
little church as the waters rose. 
During the storm, this faithful 
— made his way through swirl- 

g currents in water that reached 
almost to his chin, to inquire con- 
cerning the safety of people. 

In the aftermath of the flood, 
the secondary gous from disease 
and hunger are lurking in the area. 
t will be many weeks before the 
wreckage can be cleared away. To 
date, no known loss of life has 
occurred among church or mission- 
ary personnel. For this we thank 
the Lord, and move ahead as He 
supplies the strength to help these 
ge mg find not only a new life in 

eir stricken communities, but the 
everlasting life that is in Christ Je- 
sus our Lord. 


What Causes Juvenile 
Delinquency? 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn. (EP)—What 
causes juvenile delinquency? Dr. 
Ernest H. Suerken, director of the 
educational counseling service for 
the Board of National Missions of 
the United Presbyterian Church in 
the U.S.A., has a ready answer: “I 
have yet to meet a delinquent who 
had a sincere and abiding faith.” 

He presented his views to the 200 
members of the Board’s staff who 
gathered here for their five-day 
annual meeting. 


Religion in Schools? lowa 
Superintendents Say “Yes” 


CEDAR RAPIDS, Iowa (EP)—A 
survey of religion in education re- 
veals that more than three fourths 
of 266 public school superintend- 
ents in Iowa believe that religion 
should be taught in their schools if 
it is presented minus any sectarian 
viewpoint. 

Conducted by William T. Joch- 
umsen, an Iowa State Teachers 
College graduate student working 


toward his Master of Arts degree 
in education, the survey found on- 
4 one superintendent in 12 who 
thought t the Iowa public 
schools should completely ignore 
the matter of religion. 

Some 76 per cent of the school 
heads ventured the opinion that 
teaching about religion in public 
schools does not violate the prin- 
ciples of church-state separation. 


Spain Proposes Protestant 
“Charter” 

MADRID, Spain (EP) — High 
government officials here are con- 
sidering drafting a Spanish char- 
ter to safeguard legal rights of 
Protestants in this evegge yer | 
Roman Catholic country. It’s still 
only an idea, but Foreign Minister 
Fernando Maria de Castiella re- 
a. views the charter proposal 
sympathetically. He wants to eli- 
minate the Protestant issue to re- 
deem Spanish prestige from the 
harm done by restrictive policies 
regarding religion. Spanish repre- 
sentatives in Western countries, as 
well as in Britain, are urging the 
country to act soon on the matter. 

British leaders recently protested 
in London to Senor Castiella about 


a police raid three years ago on 
the offices of the British Agee 
Bible Society in Madrid and the 
seizure of 35,000 Bibles. Although 
the Spanish eventually paid com- 
pensation for the Bibles, following 
extended British protests, they 
— not freed the Society’s :prem- 
es. 

The Spanish Bill of Rights adopt- 
ed in 1945 ——— “official pro- 
tection” to the profession and prac- 
tice of the state Roman Catholic 
religion and declares that “no 
other ceremonies or external ac- 
tivities will be permitted than those 
of the Catholic religion.” 


Swiss “Suicides Anonymous” 
Reports Gains 

BERNE, Switzerland (EP)—Re- 
ligious groups working together un- 
der an organization. called “Sui- 
cides Anonymous,” reports that 
they have been able to help many 
worried and depressed people 
abandon their intentions of com- 
mitting suicide. The organization 
operates in strict confidence, much 
like “Alcoholics Anonymous.” The
